In fact,in the Sabbath school sys-
tem, a8 set forth in this article, we
have embodied the living idea that
the Bible is the book with which to
educate the age. And the great
beauty of its system is, that it deals
with the subject in the most practical
and eflective way, by making its im-
pressions and teaching its lessons
before there are any fixed difficulties
to correct, prjudices to eradicate or
consolidated systems of skepticism
to tear down.

blood.  Having whiskied up to a
fighting temper, they soon got what
they wanted, namely blood.

They undertook to recrnit a re-
spectable negro of the place, which,
not being in accordance with his
ideas of constitutional liberation,
resulted in a fist fight. During the
progress of this athletlic exereise,
the civilian drew a knife to hasten
conclusions and stabbed one of his
military friends two times. The
wounds were severe but not neces
sarily fatal. Our informant left a
few minutes alterwards, and at that
time the colored trops were con-
sulting the propriety of burning the
town.
